In any event, toe discussion with 
General Cabell and General Tiuscott resulted in the decision, after 
we considered several alternatives, that the words "widen shall be 
coordinated by the Director of Central Intelligence" be added to the 
last line of paragraph 1 of the current draft. 


2. On reconsideration, such wording would cover paragraph 1 
but would leave paragraph 2 (dealing with counterintelligence) 
uncovered. The insertion of similar wording in paragraph 2 would _ 
be desirable if it could be added in proper context. The organization 
of the paragraph is such that the same wording would not -it 
smoothly into the paragraph. 


3. It is suggested, therefore, that consider 
adding to the draft a new paragraph (which would o
